The wafers are at the bottom of the 
lock, and some pick open left, some 
right, but Lhey all pick easily A quick 
rake usually does it.

T wear uniforms which have my 
name embroidered on the hack.

Helpful Hints from Fellow Locksmiths 
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June's Best Tip 

This Techniiip concerns a method 
of removing u broken key from a 
foreign automotive ignition* 
specifically, the German ignitions 
found in the Audi, Volvo and 
Volkswagon, having two rollers that 
cloie together, shielding the ignition 
against picking and broken key 
removal, 

To open the rollers and gain access 
to the broken portion of the key e 
head and remaining piece of the key 
was inserted Into the face of the lock 
plug, The grooves of the key profile 
were used as a guide, to perfectly 
position and guide wire hooks into 
the grooves and alongside the broken 
tip of the key. After the wire hooks 
had been pushed in as far as possible, 
a slight twist of the wire caused the 
hooks to "bight" into the broken tip

This Teehnitip concerns the opening 
of some of the newer Toyota autos. The 
linkage, placed high in the door, is 
.shielded by the lower portion of the 
side glass and the heavy rubber tube 
encases and protects the lock linkage 
from most opening tools. 

I have been working on an easier 
method of opening these cars. The tool 
[ have found best suited for this opening 
is the HPC CO-57. A simple under 
glass button tool, but it requires a Little 
special instruction for this particuLn 
opening. 

Wedge the glass and use a flex light 
to guide the tool under the glass and 
along the lock button rod up to the 
metal box shielding the underside of 
the lock button, U-sing the fleK lights 
you will sec that the button rod enters a 
"scaled '"enclosure, designed to prevent 
the button from being manipulated. 

Using the Loo I to poke "up" around 
the bottom of this enclosure, you will 
find a "drain hole" which will allow 
your tool to enter under the button, 
Manipulate the tool to lift the lock 
button and unlock the door, I have 
used this method on a number of the 
late model Toyota two and four door 
models, with great success.

Pad Lock. The word itself denotes 
a meaning of security, yet the word 
was not always one word, but two, Pad 
Lock, Some time in the EB0U\, the 
words were joined, accidentally or 
intentionally, but as late as 1853, the 
Lagle Lock Co. listed locks by their 
descriptive use, hasp, trunk, pad, desk t 
cabinet, wardrobe, etc. 



The use of the word, pad, apparently 
stemmed from the time when thief* 
were known as ""pads 11 and a lock was 
designed 10 be carried by a traveler to 
protect personal belongings from those 
pads, Thus., the pad lock was essentially 
a loek against thieves. (Isn't that what 
all locks arc for?) 

Small h trans portable, personal, the 
pad lock became one of the most 
widely produced and used locks with 
manufacturers at one time, numbering 
into the hundreds. Little has changed 
i n t lie a p pea ranee of pad loc k s th rough - 
out the years. Generally a body and a 
shackle are the main components, but 
the variations of external and internal 



design are countless, and collectors all 
over the world vis for ownership of 
padlocks of all kinds . 

Although locksmiths have always 
void p ltd locks, the competition from 
other retail outlets and even from the 
manufacturers who sell padlocks direct 
to the end user, had been a quasi 
sundry item for the locks hop, Many 
attempts were made at practical re- 
keying. One of the earliest rekeyahlcs 
was introduced by J -rank L. Best under 
Patent 01,579,632 dated 6 April 1926. 

With the invention of the rekeyable 
p ad Loo k , a vas t new m ar ket was opened 
for I he aggressive locksmith offering 
customized, master keyed or keyed alike 
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pad! nek mo customers without [lie long 
wail for a factory order. 

There arc many manufacturers today 
who ol'fur rckcyables. In ihisanicle h we 
can only presem a lew, in alphabetical 
order, with no particular empha.sis on 
any one of the manufacturers. Each 
padlock has its awn place and the 
locksmith has many options in making 
recommendations lo the en stonier. 

Abloy whs first introduced into [he 
U.S. A, as a non-rckcyable manu- 
facturer, bin quickly recognized the 
need to adapt to customer demands, 
and with .some, minor engi net ring, made 
re keying an easy task lor I he dealer or 
locksmith.

If they don't come for it, 
we can always sell it, as a last resort, 1 
don't sec how we can lose — so long as 
the collateral is worth more than the 
charges.'" 

The idea seemed simple enough. 

J spent part of the next morning 
lettering a sign which read "Anything 
Left After 30 Days Will Be Sold I or 
Charges.** We promptly hung the sign 
on the wall behind the cash register. 

The first test nf our new policy came 
the following week. W r e still laugli 
about it. 

Late onu nifctiL a college student 
locked his keys in his car at an all-night 
cafe. When Don told hi in the cost of 
opening the vehicle, be said he had no 
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money and asked if he could pay the 
folio win*! day.

Dun declined, remembering that the 
collateral should be worth more than 
the charges. 

"That's probably just as well/ the 
young man replied. "She'd raise cane if 
I woke her up at this hour to take hack 
her watch." 

They finally settled on his class ring, 
much to lhe young man's dismay. His 
obvious concern over forfeiting the 
ring made us wonder about his in- 
tentions toward payment. We should 
not have worried. By the time Don 
arrived at Lhe scene, I hi: young man had 
miraculously produced the cash, keeping 
his ring, Everyone was happy. 

More than a year ago, Don answered 
a late-night call from a young woman 
who had lost her keys. Lacking other 
resources, she reluctantly relinquished 
her new Rolex wrist watch. She assured 
him she'd be by the next day to pick it 
up. When she hadn't come by closing 
time, we locked up the watch for the 
night and went home. Later that everting, 
she came to our house with the money. 

"I'll be glad to go down to the store 
and get it, if you*d like to wait," Don 
offered.

We spenl some time trying the Slim 
Jim and Lhe Super *\\" button lifting 
lopl, but only frustrated ourselves before 
we decided to investigate and see what 
the problem was, Norm was elected (o 
pull the panel [See photograph t.) The 
inside of the door was set up as shown 
in. ill u stratum two. 

The only spot where we could contact 
the linkage was between the shield on 
the bottom of the button and the 
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Toyota vehicles seem lo be the 
most difficult to open in 1989 and 
1990. We went to a Toyota dealership 
and found that on five different models, 
each one needed its own tool and 
opening method. 

The vehicles mentioned in this article 
are the Camry, the Supra, Cclica, Tercel 
and pick-up trucks. They are not a total 
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1 The steps involved in pulling the panel. 
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rubber tubing covering (lie linkage. Wc 
couldnl make this contact with the 
tools we had available, so Norm 
fashioned a tool from an *&" piece of 
spring steel round stock. (See 
photograph 3.) Illustration four shows 
the measurements for this too].

To open the Supra, use the across- 
the-car tool Instead of usbigfliecoinniercial 
brand opener, we use our own W'mikl 
steel round stock. 6 loot long too]. 

With this tool, wc are able to go 



across the car for the opposite button, 
and also go inside the door we are 
working on, The inside locking button 
mounted on the panel can be released 
w lien t he t op edge o I" t he wind o w can be 
spread and wedged. It can also be a 
fishing pole for retrieving keys from the 
ignition or hooking them up off the 
scat. Wc use (he handle end of our tool 
inside (he ear, which is impossible with 
commercial tools. Either tape the end 
of the commercial tool or use a straight 
rod inside (he car.

The Tercel ha* a horizontal linkage 
with a .square plastic shield sitting over 
the top of it. The concept taken from 
the modular locking principal, can make 
c his ear extremely difficult to open. We 
made a special tool for the Tercel 
designed lo come into the door and 
under the plastic shield cradling it in 
the open [^4* square space. (See 
illustration 10,) 

Place a wedge between the window 
glass and the door to provide a 
con i fur [able work area. Insert the tool 
into the door and lower it a<i far down 
into the door as possible (**■£' p/N;fo£r.fii/>/j 
//)< rotating it so the tip is poinied 
toward the inside of the car. Raise the 
tool until you've caught llie shrouded 
linkage in the square end of the tool 
(See photograph 12.) 

After connecting with the shrouded 
linkage,, you should maintain very li^ht 
contact with it wh ile follow mg\ he linkage 
toward 1 he rear of the car until the iool 
conies to a stop. Maintain this light 
pressure Eoward the rear of the car 
while lowering the tool very slowly 
until you feel it sort of snap in the 
direction of the rear of the car. At this 
point, apply a Utile more pressure 
toward the rear because the tool has 
now come into contact with the bell 
crank, The car will now open.

The Employer's Lock gives the 
customer two levels of security. 

The firs! level is the "Look- Up" level of 
security, allowing the owner tn have a 
"Master Key" and a "l,ock-Up" key. 

The first level has always intrigued 
Locksmiths. They wauled to know how- 
to make a cylinder only turn in one 
dt reel ion, while I he master key would 



torn the lock in both directions. The 

main suggestion was a stepped plug 
arrangement. 

I have used this method myself in a 
large institutional environment, where 
Students were only allowed access to 
certain areas with their keys, while The 
maintenance and other authorized 
personnel had complete admittance to 
all areas under one key.

workable- If the customer bad an AR 
type lock, this would be crucial. The 
following is a quote i'rom Lhc The 
United Stales Patent for this lock 
device. 

Abstract: A lock arrangement is 
provided which may be actuated by 
two different keys. A master key 
may be used to Luck and unlock the 
device. A subordinate key may be 
used to lock the device only. The 
luck is of ttie pin -tumbler type in 
which the lock's rotatable core plug, 
includes, a shallOw t longitudinal Step 
groove cut into the top of the core 
plug. The subordinate key is. identical 
to the master key except that one or 
more of the subordinate key's bitting 
is cut deeper than the corresponding 
groove or grooves on the master 
key, the additional depth cor- 
responding lo the depths of that 
step. When the master key is inserted 
in the core plug, the pin tumblers are 
raised in the normal fashion so that 
t h e t ops of t he pins a re e vc n with the 
shear-line between the core plug and 
the cylinder. The core plug may then 
be rotated in either direction. When 
the subordinate key is inserted in the 
core plug, one or more of the tumbler 
pins is raised so that the top of the 
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pins is located at a point below the 

shear-line, but at or slightly above 

the level of the bottom of the step 

groove, In this manner, the core 

plug may only be turned in one 

direction so as lo be able to lock, but 

not unlock the device . 

Simple in theory, however, that is 

not the real mystery of the Employer's 

Lock. This lock incorporates another 

interesting feature of holding three 

complete key changes, both master 

keys and lock-up keys. I quote the 

following from the brochure; 

Here is how the Employer's Lock 
works, Wlu-n:i new employee joins 
your staff, you control his access to 
your business by issuing either [he 
"manager's" key or the "close-up" 
key. The close-up key gives you 
convenience as well as peace of 
mind by allowing an employee to 
close-up without the manager's bey. 
A intimc the employee leaves, even 
if your keys arc returned, your 
security is jeopardized because of 
case of duplication. Of course^ if his 
was the only close-up key, you would 
have no risk, If the employee has the 
manager's key, you'd need to change 
Locks for maximum security. Using 
the key stamped #2, simply make 
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one full him, and ihe key slumped 
Jtrl is permanently nonoperativc.

(Persnn-to-person, not 
modem initiated for you co m pu t erhe ad s 
out (here.) 



As a car owner, I can tell you that the 
only Lime my car ever directly made mc 
money was when I first started my 
Original luck shop and delivered morn- 
ing papers to make ends meet until it 
caught on. Since then it feels more like 
it is costing me money. 

So why do I keep driving it? It helps 
me get where I am going faster and 
more efficiently.. .provided I know where 
I am going. 

But am I giving up driving? No. 
Because even though it really only 
helps some of the time, \ use it daily to 
g,o all around my local area, whidi I 
know like the back of my hand. It also 
saves mc hours and hours s allowing, me, 



to use my dine for more productive 
pursuits, such as writing articles. 

Although there are cold, w inter y 
hattery-donVwork mornings when J 
feel the best use for a ear is as an 
c \ p c n si vc 1 aw n d ceo rati on, lo r the m os-t 
part, 1 have to admit that I like being a 
car owner. 

1 like l>ciri£ able to say, "1 will be 
right there" and mean it. I like not 
having Lo lug toolboxes around oil foot 
for miies at a time, I like the relaxation 
my stereo system provides. I like, in 
short, having a car. 

1 durfl like it when it is unreliable, 
when I am lost, or when J am stalled in 
traffic, But it does help a lot more than 
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It hurt^ so you can cal I me n "mot orist. " 

Similarly, I fim a compulerist. I am 

not one of I he computer people...! hey 

an^k-e and sell the doggone things^ and J 
have no interest in doing that. 

I don't drive a Mercedes, and 1 don't 
own a 38 ft machine. L drivu an Olds- 
mobile, not ;t Yugo n and I run an 8088 
based [BM -compatible compuler, not 
a Vic-20. 1 have a good sound system, in 
my Olds, find have a hard drive in my 
computer. I pick good channels on she 
radio to listen tn that aren't upset ting 
or aggravating to me, ( purchase soft- 
ware that does whai L want it to 
wilhout a lol of difficulty or aggrava- 
tion. 

] scan the channels frequently, looking 
for something lo listen to. When I find 
one clear channel, 1 listen to it, seeing 
how good the program is. Often I find 
it is talk radio with a subject infuriating 
to me. 

Whc n I go \ o n sof t wa re out let , J fi nd 
only one program on the topic I need, 
and I buy il to sec how good it is. Often, 
I buy it only to find out how bad it is at 
which I become furious. 

There are always, bigger, better and 
more expensive stereos. Also, there are 
always bigger, belter and more ex- 
pensive software programs, 

1 got lucky the last time I huughl a 
car. 1 bought an Oldsmobilc which 1 
really liked. I also £01 lucky buying my 
first computer, The salesman was having 
a close out on a model that would be 
considered "obsolete" within a n other 
60 days. I got a good price and have 
been relatively happy wilh it for three 
years. 

Unfor1unp1ely T my Olds is filing 
some mikiige on it and is starting to 
aggravate me, Unfortunately, my 
computerdoes not haveenough storage 
space on it to suit my purposes anymore. 
The computer is called obsolete because 
I found thai I can't upgrade 1 1n- system 
anymore. 

When 1 look at the shiny sports cars 
and the beautiful luxury sedans in the 
showroom, I am tempted, particularly 
when going down the highway and a 
Porsche blasls by. When J look at ihe 
286 and 3K6 based machines. L am 
tempted, particularly when I am in- 
dexing or compiling and I think how 
much faster it would be. 

But [ really don't want a Pone he. I 
am not the type of person who would 
be comfortable on Route f -SO driving 
140 m.p.h. 1 :it*o rarely need lu gel 
anywhere thai soon. 

i honestly do not want a 286 or 386 
based machine. I don't play many 



popular computer games and compiling 
and indexing is only necessary once a 
mouth, even as much a$ I use the 

computer, 

Porsches are nice for people with the 
money to buy them and Ihe guts to 
drive them the way they are intended to 
be driven. The 386 based machines are nice 
for people with the money lo buy them, 
and who will use them to play games. 
The si/e of the files involved really 
shows Hie true value of a 3 EG machine. 

When a friend of mine gol desperate 
for transportation, 1 found him a decent 
running car for under S 1 .000. My friend 
pui new lires on the car and will 
probably invest in a new battery. When 
my father wanted to computerize his 
lock shop, I found him a complete 
system under $ 1 ,000. My lather replaced 
the amber monitor with a CXiA color 
mo tii tor, and he will probably need to 



add a larger hard drive soon to 
accomplish what he wants more 
cfficieuily. 

One of the things I use my ear for is 
to get to the job. But if I don't know the 
area, I might lose the call. One of the 
things I use my computer for is to lay 
out inasterkey charts. But if I didn't 
know- maslcrkcying^ K would be hindered 
by the lack of knowledge. 

When I run oul of loilei paper on a 
cold and rainy night, it is reassuring to 
know that I can pop into the driver's 
seat, throw the heater on high, and be 
back from the convenience store faster 
than you can say the alpha net in Arabic. 

When I a m at t he tax rclu r u d ead line, 
it is reassuring to know 1 c;m pop up the 
accounting program, ihrow in the tax 
form editor, and be done before you 
can calculate the late filing fee. 

My ear allows me to take night 
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service calls, My computer allows me 
lO monitor 3 card access syMrni I 

installed. Both allow mc to earn extra 
income, all hough they don 1 ! directly 
provide it. 

When my ear breaks dawn, I need to 
get it up and running quickly. I keep 
spare fan belt*, a battery charger and 
jumper tables radiator sealant, and 
brake fluid handy. 

When my computer breaks down, 1 
need to gel it up acid running quickly. I 
keep a spare floppy disk drive, my 
original DOS disks, special [ rouble - 
shooting programs^ and head cleaner 
handy. 

I have the oil in my car changed and 
the tires inspected frequency, I check 
Tor tire wear and I am careful where 1 
park it, I have a surge protecLorand an 
Uninterruptible Power Supply to pro- 
tect my computer. T check status on 
certain files frequently and run 
diagnostics at least once a month. 

When, in spite of my best efforts,, my 
car breaks down, 1 need a reliable 
mechanic to fix what is actually wrong. 
It is not easy to find one. 

When my Computer breaks down, I 
need a reliable service person, not 
merely someone who can swap parts, it 
is not easy 10 find one, Two service men 
recently told me 1 hat my $4U0 hard disk 
was shot, needing to be replaced. The 
third replaced a $2,50 chip on the add- 
on serial card that was the actual 
problem. 

] really need to look far a different 
car and sell the one 1 have. [ already 
looked into irading il in and found that 
dealers are tricky on trade-ins similar 
to my ear. Hut I am better educated 
about my needs and the games dealers 
can play, so perhaps I can negotiate a 
better deal this time. 

I need lo look for a different computer 
with more expansion slots (mi 11$ has 
only two and adding the original hard 
drive used both of them). Looking at 
the compuler a how rooms, convinced 
me computer salesmen are similar to 
car dealer*. 

But I am knowledgeable on computers 
and wise lo the games: dealers can play, 
and this should be able to be in my 
favor, 1 have negoliated good deals on 
several occasions for other people. 

One of the tools I use is a "Computer 
Shopper" magazine. This can be hard 
to understand for the beginner but it 
provides prices and availability on a 
wide variety of products. Unfortunately, 
many advertisers are somcwhal de- 
ceptive in ihcir ads. 

For example, many ads are aimed at 



firs I -lime buyers who are likely to be 
very price conscious, yet know very 

little about computer terminology. 

A common game tbey play is 10 show 
a complete and assembled system with 
a color monitor. But the price ^hown 
may not include a monitor at all. They 
may list two 360 K drives, noi men* 
tioning how many K of RAM are in it. 
The 360 K drives arc floppy drives, bul 
nothing can run on your compuler with 
RAM. {Random Access Memory.) 

RAM refers to a scries of "memory 
chips" installed to allow your computer 
to think. Most programs cannot run 
without a minimum of 256K of RAM 
while mosl hi*;, quality piojirams cannot 
run wilbout a minimum of 5I2K of 
RAM, If you want to efficiently use 
your computer with a minimum of 
aggravation^ you will need at least 
640K of RAM. 

Another gimmick is to Its! all the 
components in the ad. When you jiei st. 
that is what you get. ..iiNtliL-eHMiipi-nems. 
You musl either assemble it yourself or 
pay someone else to. 

One of the bent ways to buy a 
computer system is to buy a base 
s yste ni a nd u p£ rad e it ei t her by y ou rse I f 
or by a local vendor. Make sure your 
sysiem is one thai can be upgraded and 
watch out for rake-off vendor pricing. 
One vendor in my area im tails a 20 
MEG hard drive for 570 labor plus the 
S8IQ for the drive itself, t paid S3 75 for 
mine, installed. I can pick up a Seagate 
drive with installation instruclionsand 
all necessary connectors for around 
3250- 

IBM created the product and market, 
Today, there are several good products 
that work as well or better than the 
IBM lower end machines On the other 
hand, if you are looking at a 386 
machine, J would suggest you look 
only at the I KM 

Machines based on the 2E6 processor 
are relatively new to the market but 
have caught on quickly, particularly 
among game enthusiasts. Many other 
compan ies ot he r t ha n IB M , are c rcati ng 
equipment based on it. Not all of them 
are equal and it is difficult for even a 
kiiowlcilj'^ahLe- rompuii-iisl (lim.t) in 
tell which is which until after he has 
purchased it. It can then turn out to be 
a lemon or a goldmine. 

The 38fi machine, on the other band, 
has not caught on. and with talk already 
heavy of 486 based machines, it is not 
likely to, One of the problems of all 
e led rOTlics is the re is so m uch I ech n ology 
available h that it is very easy for a 
product to become obsolete before it is 



even on the market. 

This is h very good reason to always 

be just a tittle bit behind (he slate-of- 
[ he -art. You should wait to see if a 
product catches on and if support 
(service, parts and software) heenmes 
readily available. Someone once 
observed that he who purchases on the 
cut ling edge of technology may be 
pierced by it and sacrificed upon it. 

A good example of this is Adam 
Osbourne's computer. Among serious 
computerisls, the Osbournc is spoken 
of reverently, as one might -Speak of a 
famous painting or sculpture. Though 
mosl agree it was ihe finest computer 
ever made, it has been obsolete for 
longer than most current compulerists 
<;.an remember hearing the words 
"personal computer," It never gained 
product support. Its only software is 
laiL'vly what us dedicated user groups 
have developed. 

This brings us to the next stage of 
education, ii you are a beginner, you 
should consider joining a use regroup 
available in your area. This is a social 
club built around the particular brand 
or type of computer. They usually meet 
about once a mo u t h a nd are an c kccI lent 
place for you to try out programs 
someone else has already bought t losee 
if I hey are worthwhile for you to 
purchase and use. Unfortunately, most 
of these groups arc game oriented. 

Next, £0 the library to find out what 
books on computers, word processing 
a nd aeco u nt i ng a re availa ble . T hey can 
help you learn to use a program you 
mighl have and help you evaluate a 
program you think mi^bi be beneficial 
to you. 

I earn to use computers and specific 
software that will help you. Don't jns,t 
learn about the computer and pro- 
gramming. Use Ihe menu-driven sofl- 
wart. 

I Jse an over-all menu program lo run 
all of the software you purchase. Also 
use a hard drive not tiinglu or double 
nop pies. I "loppy drives arc important 
to allow you to load the hard drive but 
a machine without a hard drive is like a 
refrigerator without a thermostat, You 
can use ii bul it wonlhdp much, ll aho 
will lake extra time and care. 

One of the pitfalls of computerization, 
especially for the mechanically-oriented 
individuals, is that we like to figure 
things out on our own, Figuring things 
out about the computes, especially 
pi o>* ramming, can he ;i real lime 
consuming endeavor.

The thought of .going Lo Europe 
was e xc U iog e nough .

It has also reduced 
secretarial time, technicians 1 time> and 
my time lost in doing all the above plus 
speeding up collection of my accounts. 
Since time is money, 1 can see the 
actual tangible, financial benefits. 

Mr, Suer lias evidentially met some 
high pressure sales people in the com- 
puter field, and 1 sympathize with him, 
but J definitely disagree with his state- 
ment, computers are "expensive paper- 
weights." I wot] Id suggest he attend a 
series of classes at his local school or 
library on computer operation.

In response to the letters in the 
March 1990 issue of The National 
locksmith, I think a computer is worth 
it. 1 am just starting locks mi thing and 
computers and L just purchased a 
portable laptop computer for my Lock 
studies. 

To let you know. I can type wit hone 
finger and lam writing to you on my 
word processing program. I am starting 
a mobile shop and can print invoices 
with printed customer names in my 
service vehicle, 

I purchased a Perfect Inventory 
program from Trcskat Co., which let's 
me keep a running inventory of items 
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below stocking level and custom printed 
sales slips with item number and 
descriptions. 

I also have spacing and depth and 
code programs, mailing labels, key 
blank cross references, and customer 
an d sup pi ic r ad d reuses, Th c m ai n th i n g 
is time, time, time. You can save a great 
deal of time, normally wasted in looking 
things up in books. The computer does 
the looking and page turning for you. 

A computer is a very easy tool to use, 
I had no idea how to use one a few 
mouths ago and 1 took no formal 
training. I taught myself. Most programs 
tell you exactly how to use them, and 
ask you what you want to do ncKc, T 
also became computer literate by letting 
salesmen tell me about [he eomputers. 
In the first store, I told the salesman T 
was a computer idiot, but by the time 1 
hit the lOih store, I told him what I 
wanted and how much 1 would spend. 

I suggest you rent a plain computer 
for one month. I lonkcdand found that 
SI, 200 purchases an TTSM compatible 
computer, keyboard. RAW monitor. 
and printer. 1 suggest a clone, with 
DOS 3.3, -640 K memory and a hard 
drive.

'This 
a 1 one is wo rt h t he c ost of a n en try level 
system. It presents an image of 
professionalism, allowing for the easy 
correction of mistakes, and provides a 
correspondence record. Misspelled 
words are easily corrected and multiple 
copies are easy. Today, I just finished 
documentation on a rnastcrk e-y system, 
and changed the final copy to include 
key bluings for my personal in- 
formation. Changes and corrections 
don't require typing it again. 

From reading ynur letter, it seems 



apparent what you need most, is just 
enough knowledge to decide what you 
need, and not what is currently in 
vogue, 

Computers all do the same thing 
process numerical data. Some take 
bigger chunks at a time (bits-) and some 
do it faster. "Rut when it gets down lo 
the "nitty-gritty," it is all ones and zeros 
to the computer. The only difference is 
the amount, availability and cost of 
software. This is why the salesman had 
you start in the software section. 

While I think that Ms. Olson's article 
may be a bit optimistic in terms of 
dollar amounts, particularly for a small 
locksmith shop, I do agree with all of 
her points. In the final analysis, only 
you can decide what's right for you.

If this person makes 
a living selling computers and software, 
you may be pressured to buy more than 
you need. A small business can easily 
be handled by the original XT model 
computer, purchased for under SI, 000 
inc lud i ng a hard d rive a nd m o n it or. I ( N s 
not as fast as a 3R6-20. but it doesn't 
cost 53,000 either. Add a printer and all 
you need is the software which is 
actually the most important part. 

What do you want the computer to 
do for you"- Each business is unique, 
having different needs. I wrote my own 
programs to do just about everything 
except for payroll, which 1 don't need. 
My small one-man business could 
survive without a computer, but the 
$1500 spent allows me to obtain up-to- 
the-minute inventory reports, current 
value of my inventory, low running 
inventory, and customer reports by 
city, name, or development, in moments. 
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I can generate main rig lists to my 
previous customers, find how much 
was spent for stiver lining in a certain 
iti on I h and do business analysis with 
case. 

] think finding a know led jreable 
person io help you is vital I o developing 
a system which will do whal you need 
and grow with you. Perhaps advertising 
for someone or calling some computer 
con suit am companies would turn up 
just (he person needed. Don't be afraid 
to ask questions, It's your money and 
they should be happy to talk to you or 
c!k yon just call the next firm,

He suggested we come down on a 
Saturday for a demonstration of his 
GOFER program, I he compter, printer 
and relaieri hardware. I was very 
impressed with his prcscniaiion. how- 
ever, L wanted to have all faceU of my 
operation on the computer, including 
general ledger. He made some sug- 
gestions and I bought the entire system 
from ATL in March 1988, 

With a full year on the sys1em fc ] can 
ho neatly say \ have no idea why I 
waded so long to go "on line. 1 ' I still 
don't know all of the terms, but my 
business was efficient and I have a 
record of all calls we have run, accessible 
in seconds, also a full bookkeeping 
system on i he com pule r. My accountant 
was really impressed at tax time this 
year and I saved SI 00 in tax prep- 



aration costs because all the information 
was readily available. 

As a plus with this system, I have a 
full price book from Clark Security on 
the hard disk and can place my order 
wilh a push of a few keys on the 
computer keyboard, I "his will save cne 
an additional one to five pcrcem on 
orders, 

M osl larger corporations tt&V* entire 
maiiaginent information department* 
to track the financial position of their 
companies. Now we t the locksmiths, 
have the same capabilities within our 
reach.

Individual Locksmith Must 
Decide To Computerize 

Dear Marc: 

To me as a locksmith, it is very handy 
to have a computer. Is it worth it? It is 
up to the individual locksmith to say 
yes or no. 

How much you pay for a master key 
program depends on how many times 
you use the masterkey system and gei 
the cost out of il? Sometimes, as a 
locksmith you go Io a new customer to 
rekey a few cylinders. After arriving on 
[he job, your customer explain*, the 
work and gives you his "masterkey." 
After reading this masier key, you realize 
the depths arc n ol in the right increments 
of two or higher, but in one increment. 

Your computer program will not 
recognize the incorrect depths. So you 
can do two things. Tell your customer, 
as a locksmith, you have to do the 
w h le b uild ing on a new m as ter sy ste rn 
or you can do the system in the best 
way you can with your own brains. 

A locksmith can buy a computerized 
code program but he/she has; to reali/c 
that 1 his program will he paid by all the 
code keys cut. Sure the computer works 
quickly for the code you need thai day 
but when will you need the uexl code 
key? To rne ? if a locksmhh £ hup cm I a 
key by code for a customer twice a 
week, there could be room for this 
convenience. 

Personally, 1 use the computer to 
publish a trade magazine, keepitig the 
mailing list up-to-date, and as a desktop 
computer.

A: Good question. And I hi* is not 
an uncommon problem since imprcssion- 
ing, a pin tumbler lock, as found in the 
Chrysler product door, docs nol ill ways 
produce an ope racing key for a disc 
tumbler lock h such as the ignition lock 
in the Chrysler tilt wheel column. 

As you know T the Chrysler (and 
American molors) lilt wheel mechanism 
is built by GM in the Saginaw plant. 
Although (be Chrysler key way is used, 
the lock is smelly GM side bar. The 
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quickest way to solve the problem is to 
decode the im press ioned key and then 
cm an operating key with your clipper 
Of whichever type of code cutting 
equipment you may have. 

The finished key should operaie 
perfectly in both locks, door and 
ignition- Since I am not the world h s 
greater impress ioner, L would probably 
have pulled the wheel removed the 
lock and cut the key by code in less time 
ihan it would have la ken to impression. 
But., everyone is entitled lo his or her 
own choice.

If this is the case, take a small 
amount off the lip of the key, just 
enough to compensate for the thickness 
of the piece of buzzer contact and the 
Vcy should turn. Remove the lock and 
service or replace as necessary. 

If ihe buzzer conlacl is not broken, 
try feeling with a hook pick, each pinto 
sec if the all operate freely, ft could be 
that one of the them is stuck. Whatever

A: Wow! Your question may not 
seem to be a hard one at first glance. 
But the longer I think about it. the 
harder the answer becomes. First, I 
assume you mean to ask: How docs 
one start a new locksmith business? At 
least that is the question 1 will try and 
address here, 

We certainly will not be able to cover 
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all the important points. In fact, there 
is so much to discuss that we may leave 
out more than we put in r So I want to 
invite our readers to write in to Shop 
Talk with their own ideas. How does 
one start a Locksmith business? 

I think good training has to come 
first. Anyone with a Jew hiu-ki <:;ih 
print business cards and letterhead. 
But without the proper knowledge, it 
wil] be impossible to professionally 
service The customer. No one wants to 
be known as a"bu[cher." We would all 
rather be proud of our skills. 

So the first order nf business is to 
obtain training, The first step for many 
people is to take a correspondence 
course with one of the schools offering 
locksmith education. Thus you can 
study in the privacy of your own home. 
However, there are also a number of 
schools offering, hands-on training on 
commuting or residential basis. Check 
the u Schools'" category in our 1 -ocksmkli 
Directory in the December I9S9 issue. 
Or write us for a lisl. 

Assuming that you have completed a 
course, most successful locksmiths 
would say that you still might need 
more training. Advanced courses are 
available. And, of course, you could 
work for a locksmith shop to really 
learn your craft. Join your local 
locksmith association so that you can 
take part in their training seminars. 

The Associated Locksmiths of 
America ( AI.OA) alsn sponsors training 
and certification for locksmiths. They 
arc located in Dallas, TX. Just 
remember, a locksmith never stops 
learning E 

Nest you need to decide what (ype of 
business you desire. Will you be strictly 
mobile, or will you want a shop as well? 
Many people start off mobile because 
of the lower overhead, If you want a 
shop, does it need to be in a retail area? 
Or can you make do in a less expensive 
industrial location 1 .' Will you go after 
mostly residential or commercial 
accounts? 

Have you decided to become a 
locksmith in a very rural area where 
people don't even lock their doors? If 
so, be prepared for business to be 
slower than in a security conscious 
area h.veu if yun have chosen an area 
which uses lots of security services, you 
have to decide if there is a need for 
another locksmith, 

1 would say that it takes a population 
of at least 10,000 people to support a 
locksmith. If five shops arc already 
sharing a location with only 15,000 in 
population, perhaps you should consider 
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moving to another locale. 

This is an important point which 
many people fail to consider. Many 

individuals, choose to become a 
I ocks m it h and they wan 1 1 o d o b usi ness 
irom their home. They never take into 
account whelber or not that location 
would actually be beneficial for a lock- 
smith business. 

Virtually all successful franchises, 
for example, carefully study an area 
before opening a business there. They 
will want reason to believe that the area 
has a good chance to support their 
business. New locksmiths should do 
[he same if they expect to prosper, 

Boy, this has turned into a long 
answer. And we still have not talked 
about the equipment needed lo open a 
shop. What tools and machines do you 
really need to get started? Then there's 
advertising, insurance needs, accounting 
practices, computers... etc. 

Setting up a locksmith shop can 
really be a Lot of work. Rut don't let 
anyone tell you that it's not worth the 
effort. There are not many jobs which 
can give you the same satisfaction as 
locksmi thing can. Just be very sure to 
learn the trade well, get good training 
and never believe you know it all. 

A true locksmith is a craftsman. And 
a craftsman always wants to he proud 
of his work.

lhe worst part of this is lhal ii feels 
like yon are doing business- related work 

when yon are doing this. Preity soon, 
yon could be^in to think you are in the 

computer business instead of the lock 
business. 
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This is especially true of com- 
munka lions software. When you are in 
the clcciromc bulletin board, you (ell 
yourself you are going to use h to check 
for someone selling that pari you need 
to upgrade the machine, so it can be 
related 10 business. An hour and it half 
later, you sign off, feeling as if you had 
been working. 

Similarly, game-playing ofien pass.es 
for work when your employees arc or 
Ihc computer and you an: not watching 
it or the 1 11. Games have a definite: 
purpose on computers in the workplace 
by helping new users overcame their 
initial fears of the machine. But they 
must be limited to certain limes of ihe 
day, 

I concentrated or IBM-based com- 
puters for two reasons. Currently, 
serious business users tire only using 
IBM compatible or Macintosh com- 
puters. 1 he myriad of machines we saw 
has diminished to obscurity, Each of 
these machines has had i(s dedicated 
users, simitar to the Gsboumc. But the

And I hope il will guide 
you to make better use of your time in 
searching for, buying and using a 
"personal computer" for your shop. 

] apolgi/c to those users tied 
romantically lo "home computers" for 
use in their shop if this article seems lo 
put down (he product. You spent the 
time, energy and mnncy to Icjljti about 
the product, and it works well for you. 
But to make computers viable in today's 
locks hops requires a faster learn Lug 
curve and better sofwarc available. If 
you were first becoming computerized 
today, you would probably not make 
the same decisions you did when you 
purchased the machine you arc currently 
using. 

I keep a C-24 at home and enjoy it 
immensely. Rut 1 would not try lo 
manage large key control systems on it, 
write extensive master key systems using 
ii. or attempt to use il to monitor card 
access systems. It is just not enough 
machine for that purpose, ■ 
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
